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SEARCH FOR MISSING 
BOY SUCCESSFUL 


Close to 200 area residents, firemen 
and poljce showed up to search eight 
Square miles of bush and scrub land 
for 16-year-old Billie Balvers, miss- 
ing from his home since last October. 
The search ended when they found a 
body in bushland near Marmora. 

Police and civilian volunteers scour- 
ed the countryside last fall and turn- 
ed up no trace of the youth. The 
searching ended with winter, but 


| since his disappearance has never 


been satisfactorily, explained, last Sa- 
turday’s search was organized. 

An O.P.P. spokesman: said police 
were “pretty well positive” it was the 
body of the youth who disappeared 
without a trace six months ago. 

Relatives who were searchers 
combing the aréa identified clothing 
on the remains, say police. 

The officer said a ‘“‘fair-sized”’ rock 
was near the body, leading police to 
surmise the youth may have tripped 
and fallen, striking his head as he 
walked in the bush near the Crowe 
Lake Road. 

A search of the area right af- 
ter young Balvers disappeared from 
his home failed to yield any trace of 
the youth. 

Friends and relatives of the Balvers 


.family from Bradford, near Holland 


Marsh, joined the volunteers, said 
Ray Black, local sportsman who help- 
ed organize the search. 

Moving into the bush ten yards 
apart, the searchers made the dis- 
covery on their final sweep of the 
day — at 2:20 p.m., more than five 
hours after the hunt started. _ 

Police said the remains were found 
in an area where the youth was 
known to take walks. 

The body has been sent to Toronto 
for police laboratory tests.

Left in this condition near 
open flame heating appliances, water 
heaters, ete., or in the presence of 
other ignition sources such as smok- 
ing, electrical shorts, or power tools 
is inviting trouble. 

Negligence: In 1969, four persons 
badly burned; $169,000 property dam- 
‘age from resultant fires. 
INFRARED and CATALYTIC 
HEATERS 
Infrared and Catalytic heaters 
‘must be ‘used in well ventilated areas 
‘and must be fuelled outdoors.

\died as a result of use in poorly venti- 
lated areas, one being a tent and an- 
‘other being a station wagon. Other 
laccidents have resulted in burns and 
property losses from fires when such 
appliances were refuelled indoors. 
CAMP STOVES 

The same precautions as taken for 
infrared and catalytic heaters must 
be taken for camp stoves, lanterns 
land heaters. It must be ensured that 
this equipment is kept clear of tent 
walls, clothing, mosquito netting, etc. 
Cleaning. and maintenance care 
Iancrene be exercised to reduce fire and 
learbon monoxide hazards. 

FUELS 

Stoves, lamps and heaters that use 
fuel oil or kerosine should not’ be 
ifuelled with gasoline or naptha.

Firearms, who must be satisfied that 
there is good reason for its posses- 
sion”. (Black words, streased by wri- 
ter only). 

It is to be recalled that in Czecho- 
slovakia and in other countries now 
under’ Communist Dictatorship, the 
familiar sequence of events was: 

1. REGISTRATION of Firearms. 

.2.:CONFISCATION of Firearms, 

3. COMMUNIZATION by Legisla- 

tion.

‘Northern Claim needs UMPH 


OTTAWA — The Jaws that 
will increase Canadian mari- 
time sovereignty to 12 miles 
and provide authority to pro- 
tect the Arctic from pollution 
are being swished through Par- 
liament toward a predicted 
unanimous approval by the 
Commons. 

Not one significant voice in 
Canada has been raised oppos- 
ing the legislation, and al- 
though Washington protested, 
Canada has been supported ed- 
itorially in many U.S. newspa- 
pers, including the prestigious 
New York Times. 


Fine. The legislation is 


* great. But what are we doing 


to back up our claim to a place 
in, the snow up north. 


On demand, the Government 
will outline in detail projects 
that are forming north of the 
60th parallel, with the empha- 
sis shifting, depending on what 
department you talk to, 


The trouble is, efforts ap- 
pear to be unco-ordinated and 
too weak. There is no central 
control, other than Prime Min- 
ister Trudeau's office, and to 
date no one has convinced him 
that Canada should move into 


the Arctic in a big way physi- . 


cally. 

The defence department has 

announced creation of Arctic 
headquarters at Yellowknife 
with considerable fanfare. The 
press releases fail to say that 
Yellowknife is only 250 miles 
north of the 60th parallel ~- 
about 2,000 miles south of 
Ellesmere Island's northern 
tip. 
Neither do the releases 
dwell upon the fact that Arctic 
headquarters will only involve 
35 men, bringing the total 
number of servicemen in the 
north to a scant 400, 


Public Works is spending 
$500,000 to survey Herschel 
Island for potential use as a 


“deep-water port for oil tankers, 


and although this may well be 
worthwhile, the idea of oil 
tankers using the Northwest 
Passage is still a dream, 

The money might have been 
better spent building and im- 
proving airfielfs at isolated 
Arctic communities. But that, 
of course, comes under the De 
partment of Transport. 


DOT is making noises about 
installation of navigation sys- 
tems in the Arctic, and im- 
proving the quality and num- 
ber of ice breakers available, 
but several months after 
Transport Minister Don Jamie- 
son announced formation of a 
DOT Arctic Administration, 
there is still no man appointed 
to head the division. 


Indian Affairs and Northern 


Development has maintained a- 


45 per cent interest in Panarc- 
tic Oils Ltd. for the people of 
Canada, but no other signifi- 
cant push inte the Arctic is 
being made from that quarter. 

Energy, Mires, * and 
Resources can show you pretty 
maps locating all the north’s 
known mineral deposits, and 
has supposedly stepped up the 
‘program to chart the ice-cov- 
ered waters of the Arctic, 
but here too, no really new 
thrust is evident. 


What Canada needs is a con- 
trolling agency to tie all these 
efforts together and give them 
co-ordinated focal points. The 
country is ready — and has 
been since before John 
Diefenbaker lost his Vision of 
the North -~ for a major 


tic. 


Any Government argument 
against spending in the Arctic 
on the grounds of the fight 
against inflation is invalid, be- 
cause spending in the north 
could provide jobs for the un- 
employed without significantly 
affecting the country's infla- 
tion hotspots. 


In the long run, Government 
spending in the Arctic would 
develop that treasure chest of 
latent resources and improve 
Canada’s productivity, making 
possible a better life for us all. 

But such. a move needs 
a driving force. The best 
hope for creating such a 
force is for someone to sell 
the idea to Prime Minister Tru- 
deau. If he.can be convinced, 
it will be done. 


The Arctic could form the 
focal point Canada needs to 
give the nation a positive goal 
in common, and that would 
be a significant force for na- 
tional unity.

Oxygen, oil and Canada 


Oil pollution of the world’s 
oceans will wipe out mankind 
unless we learn to control it. 

That statement — so fright- 
ening in its finality — is. 
matched in extremeness only 
by the terrible urgency of solv- 
ing the pollution crisis before 
it’s too jate, 

The hunger of the ‘world’s 
industrial complex for oil is 
escalating faster than oil com- 
panies can make new discover- 
jes, exposing every life-form 
on earth to extinetion because 
of the sloppy manner in which 
man handles this most versa- 
tile of fuels. 

The world’s tanker fleet at 
sea carries 3 million tons of 
oil on any given day, and trans- 
ports 800 billion tens to the 
markets annually. 

Always, some is spilled. 
Scientific estimates claim  be- 
tween 500,000 and 1 million 
tons annually are dumped into 
the oceans by tankers, through 
accident, or deliberately, or by 
offshore drilling rigs. 

The world’s oxygen is pro- 
duced primarily by the micros- 
copie plant organisms which 
live in the top five centimetres 
of the seas, Half our oxygen, 
for: example from na- 
ture’s regenerating [actory in 
the Pacific Ocean 

Scientists say that a concen- 
tration of four parts of oil per 
100.000 of sea water will kill 
off half of all life giving organ- 
ists and badly malform the 
succeeding generations of the

This may be. cheating, but 


Somebody else is going to 
write my column this week. I 
received a 12-page letter from 
a Prairie wife that made me 
sick of my own petty whining. 
With a minimum of editing, 
and changing only names, here 
it is. 


“Dear Smiley: We've read 
your column for a long time. 
I enjoy it. When you told of 
your daughter’s illness, I 
wasn’t able to read the column 
because my husband was seri- 
ously ill with cancer of the 
lung. I was with him most of 
the time, I read the one later 
where you thanked everyone 
for their prayers ... 


“Anyway, I wanted to tell 
you how so many people 
prayed for my poor husband. 
He died March 9th. I really 
believe all the prayers helped 
him accept it. He got pneumo- 
nia suddenly, had the last 
rites, went into a coma and 
died. He was quite thin, but 
could have lived down.to skin 
and bones, because he had a 
strong heart, and was only 
51. 


“He was taken prisoner at 
- Dieppe. The first year they had 
their hands tied. When the 
Russians began getting closer, 
they (the Germans) moved 
them on boxcars and on foot, 
with very little food. He once 
said he thought he should al- 
ways carry a piece of bread in 
his pocket the rest of his days 
so he'd never have to go hun- 
gry again, (Ed. note: Me too.) 
“He came home in.’45 and 
quite a few of his chums died 
of lung conditions soon after 
the war. Anyway, his nerves 
were really bad, and with 
trying to farm and father four 
boys he was an alcoholic for 
SIX years. 
Then he went to an A. A. 


centre, It was terribly hard on: 


him, but he quit for six years. 
Then he ended up with cancer. 

“He used to tell of all the 
close calls he had had as a 
prisoner. Then, one day, he 
was riding a tractor, standing 
up and looking for a new calf. 
The big wheel hit a hole and 
then another, and threw him 
over the front and the tractor 
ran over him. 

“It broke his right hip and 
his pelvic bones. He turned 
over on his stomach = and 
crawled a quarter-mile to the 
road. He had our faithful dog 


with him and sent him for 
help. The dog came back and 


licked his face, and Jack told’ 


him again to get help. He went 
south to the edge of some 
neighbor's trees and barked 
and barked. The farmer was 
just going with his tractor to 
work again after supper. He 
told his wife, who thought it 
was a coyote, that it was Jack’s 
dog and something must be 
wrong. 

“When he saw Jack lying 
there on the road, he thought 
it was a clump of old rags. 
Anyway, Jack told us how he 
prayed and thanked God -for 
the neighbor paying attention 
to the dog. 

“In the hospital, the doctor 
operated on his bladder. The 
pelvic hones had busted 
through, and the blood was 
taking urine all through his 
system. 

“Our neighbors had a bee 
for him and put \the erv; in. 
He got home on crutches. That 
fall, our crop got hailed out. So 


he sure had his hard knocks in 


life as well as close calls. 

“He used to talk about his 
accidents so he could say, ‘I'll 
likely die a mean death.’ 

“So when he found out it 
was cancer in his lung, he 


seemed to expect it. He had his . 


operation, and lost his voice all 
summer and got really thin. 
Then he gained weight up to 
147 pounds and got his voice 
back, with all our prayers. 

(But, to summarize, large 
lump on neck going to brain; 
loss of control of right hand, 
burning bedclothes when ciga- 
rette dropped; mixed up men- 
tally.) 

“So I think the prayers 
helped him to come to -his 
death sooner than he ceuld 
have. He felt very bad about 
being a prisoner and being 
through so much and people 
didn’t appreciate what they 
went threugh toe save our coun- 
try for us, He was very sad 
about Vietaam. 

“He would just cry whena 
he'd see the Bob Hope show at 
Christmas, all those young 
boys going through so much 
and the big-shots making mil- 
lions on their deaths and crip- 
pled lives. 

“Thanks, Smiley, for listen- 
ing. I have four boys.” 

Rest in peace, old kriegie. Be 
of good faith, noble woman, Be 
good to her, four boys.

With relative peace establ- 
ished in Cyprus, the United 
Nations is now turning to the 
job of re-integrating the is- 
land’s Greek and Turk popula- 
tion, because wilhout such a 
remixing, the peace will be 
only temporary. and will dis- 
solve if the force is withdrawn. 

Within the last few weeks 
Tiirkish Cypriot officials have 
been in contact with the Greek 
Cypriot government on an offi- 
cial level, in effect recognizing 
the government of Archbishop 
Makarios. That may sound like
